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U.S.A. TAKES- 
STRONGER STAND 

The daily press last week reflected not a 
world, settling to the ways of peace but a world 
gearing itself for another wan From Texas came 
a report of the formation of an atom-bomb carry- 
ing airplane squadron. A Russian scientist is 
said to have announced plans for atom-bomb and 
rocket experiments in that country. In Den- 
mark, what is believed to have been an experi- 
mental rocket crashed on the outskirts of a vil- 
lage. For some weeks, Sweden has reported 

rocket missiles over its territory. 

The official attitude of the United States has 
often served as a barometer of hope in world 
affairs. Last week the glass was falling. United 
States secretary of state, James Byrnes, echoed 
by others in official position, warned that the 
United States must maintain large defensive 
forces. There was no evidence of the hoped for 
international security in his remarks. 

These are not the headlines that were antici- 
pated a year after the defeat of the Axis powers, 
but they do reflect a simple truth: the de- 
feat of the Axis did not resolve the conflict be- 
tween democracies and the police states, between 
freedom of the individual and subordination of 
the individual to the state. The conflict con- 
tinues at the council table in Paris and in every 
nation where communists exist in large numbers. 

Russia is attempting the domination of Europe 
by every method in the book, and a lot that 
aren't. A communist Europe is, however, a 
threat to England and the United States. The 
incompatabilities between the Anglo-American 
and Russian ways of life make supremacy of one 
dangerous to the other. A Russian-dpminated 
Europe would result in war. • 

In recent weeks, there has been a change in 
the policy of compromise which has been prac- 
tised" by the United States in favor of Russia, and 
which has encouraged Russian expansion. Evi- 
dence of the new policy was clearly seen last 
week in the protest regarding Polish elections, 
the rejection of Russian demands regarding the 
Dardenelles, and in the ultimatum sent to Yugo- 
slavia following the attacks on U.S. transport 

planes. - 

The communist government in Poland was 
warned that the United States would not tolerate 
anything less than elections as they are conduct- 
ed in a truly democratic country. In an earlier 
referendum, parties in opposition to the com- 
munists had been suppressed. The Russian de- 
mand for a share in the control of the Darden- 
elles with its implications of fortifications on 
Turkish soil was rejected by the United States. 
The Russian pl3n would have made Turkey an- 
other satellite and ensured Russian control of the 
vital waterway. • . 

But it was United States action in the'destruc- 
tion of American planes over Yugoslavia that best 
indicated how far the United States was prepared 
to go to bat against Russia in Europe. The 
Russian-dominated Yugoslavs want the port of 
Trieste, now under Anglo-American authority. 
Outside Trieste, according to news reports, are 
massed 20 Jugoslav divisions. In its ultimatum 
to Marshal Tito, the United Stales was also serv- 
ing .notice to his Russian sponsor that it would 
not tolerate interference with its authority in 
Europe, and that a coup to seize Trieste could 
easily mean war with United States. 



RUMORS CAN 
BE HARMFUL 

In the May issue of the Magazine Digest, there 
was an article about a man named in the story as 
Whitey Miller who had made a tidy fortune by 
I rumor-mongering. For a price, Whitey will ped- 
dle rumors and assisted by thousands of willing 
gossips' blanket the .country with his product in 
six weeks. 

Here is an example of how Whitey works. A 
candy manufacturer wanted to discredit a rival's 
product. He went to Whitey who sent out pairs 
of girls to the candy counters in* 20 major United 
States- cities. One girl would order a box of the 
rival's candy but as she did so. the other girl 
v/ould exclaim in a loud voice that her brother 
had learned from a sanitary inspector that the 
rival used paraffin to fill up his candy. Sales of 
the rival dropped as the story spread and Whitey 
collected for services rendered. 

There is no V/hitey Miller in Newmarket to 
the best of our knowledge but from . the way 
rumor spreads here, all the evidence of his hand- 
iwork is present. Last week, for example, New- 
market v/as sv/ept by the rumor that a severe 
case of infantile paralysis had been located in 
town. Despite the denial of the medical officer 
of health, Dr. J. If. V/esley, the rumor persists. 

Part of the charm of a small community is in 
Its friendliness and close contact. Everyone 
knows everyone else and a stranger in town is 
spotted in a half-hour. Inside of a week, his life 
history Is known to all. Yet the same talent for 
retailing information that makes this friendliness 
tcan also bring harm and needless concern. Wt- t 
wondc/ if anyone who passed on the rumor about 
infantile paralysis stopped to think of the worry 
it caused parents? 

It's a pleasant sight to set two housewives drop 
their work for the moment to exchange the news 
over the back fence. It is as much a part of the 
town as the buildings on Main St. lo have a pair 
of oldsters a sunning themselves and passing on 
the latest In county politics on the bench m front 
of the Trinity United church. No one v/ould 
v/ant to make an end to those things. Just re- 
member, atop a moment the next time you hear 
a rumor and decide whether or. not It is going to 
Vurt anyone, before pawing it on. .

There is nothing like progress to engender 
"more progress. Now that scientists have success- 
fully bounced radio waves off the moon, the lat- 
est step is plans for installing a broadcasting sta- 
tion on the moon itself, according to recent news 
reports.

The advertising* time would be 
snapped up by manufacturers of perfume and 
face-powder and other beauty aids before you 
could say the "cow jumped over the moon," 
backwards. The association of ideas would J>e an 
advertising agency's dream. 

THE ATOM BOMB IS 
NOT THE ONLY WAY 

We heaved a sigh of relief upon reading a re- 
cent news item to the effect that there are at 
least five different ways by which the world may 
be destroyed apart from our own suicidal tend- 
encies with the atom bomb. The fact that we 
will have three months' notice of destruction by 
these five different methods is also encouraging. 
Our own methods of destruction are no longer 
providing any leeway for setting our affairs in 
order. 

Mr. Gordon A- Atwater, chairman and curator 
at the Hayden planetarium in New York city, 
lists these possibilities: 1. A collision between the 
sun and a star. Mr. Atwater says that this might 
not result in immediate destruction of the world 
but such a collision would upset the solar system, 
jerking the world from its present orbit causing 
all life to perish. 

2. A collision between the sun and a comet or 
between the earth and a comet's tail. 

3. A sudden flare-up of the sun. As Mr. At- 
water says, "we are only a 93,000,000 miles from 
the sun, just a hop-skip and a jump. We would 
be all burned up." 1 

4. The sun may burn out and in that case, "we 
would all freeze." 

5. A collision between the earth and the moon. 

Well there you are. Five possible ways to de- 
struction and none of them remotely concerned 
with atom-busting. According to the news item, 
people nearly leap out of their chairs when they 
learn these facts. "It really scares some of 
them," says Mr. Atwater. 

We don't see why it should. After all, the 
universe has been trundling along in its own way 
for the last several aeons. With all this monkey 
business with atoms, we should be developing a 
set of nerves inured to this talk of sudden death. 
The threat of destruction at our own hands seems 
far more the likelihood than a litt\e matter like a 
collision with the moon. 



What Others Think 

TRIALS OF A MINISTER 

(Ottawa Evening Citizen) 

One of the hardest jobs in Canada today is that 
held by the minister of labor. It is being made 
harder by the barrage of unjust criticism under 
which he must work. 

This was shown recently in Mr. Humphrey 
Mitchell's evidence 1 before the industrial relations 
committee. "I find," he said, "that whenever it 
suits the purpose of a particular union, a prompt 
attempt will be made to bring about what I tan 
best describe as organized criticism of my 
actions." He then told of receiving floods of 
telegrams, many of them in almost identical 
terms, from unions all over the country and all 
denouncing him for something or other. 

Many public men trying to do their duty will 
know all about such telegrams. Filled with "de- 
mands" and vilification, they reflect little credit 
upon the senders; and the repetitious flow serves 
no practical purpose except to increase the rev- 
enues of the telegraph companies. 

One such case v/as cited by the minister. In an 
effort to avert a costly strike in the rubber in- 
dustry, he had mailed to each employee a copy 
of the conciliation board's report and had advised 
them to accept its recommendations. Somebody 
got busy, and he was assailed from all parts of 
the country for this action. He was accused of 
trying to break up the unions. He should not 
have dealt with the rubber employees except 
through the union officials. y , 

The truth, stated the minister, was that his 
course of action had been previously discussed at 
a meeting with the union's officials and Mr. Pat 
Conroy, secretary of the Canadian Congress of 
Labor, and fully concurred in by them. 

Not long ago Mr. Conroy undertook to give the 
minister a lecture on moral stamina. "It takes 
more courage to face the facts," he said, "than to 
run away from them as the minister has been 
doing." But running away docs not appear to be 
a habit with Humphrey Mitchell. This v/as 
made clear recently in his evidence on wage con- 
trol. 

Rightly or wrongly— and the great majority of 
Canadian people will say rightly — the labor min- 
ister for some years has stoutly maintained that 
price control Is not possible without a reasonable 
measure of v/age control. During the war years 
he played a leading part in setting up the wages 
boards throughout the country, to sec that wages 
did not rise to levels that might force rises in 
prices. 

A life-long trade unionist himself, it takes 
some moral courage on the part of the minister of 
labor to maintain v/age control now that the war 
is over. But he is convinced that it v/ill be neces- 
sary for some time yet if the dollar in the work- 
er's pay envelope Is to be expected to buy more 
than 50 cents' worth of goods. Holding that con- 
viction, there seems to be little likelihood that he 
v/ill be stampeded by telegrams, resolutions, 
innuendo and plain abuse into taking any con- 
trary course. 

When the present Industrial tumult and shout- 
ing dies, the Hon. .Humphrey Mitchell may then 
be accorded his due as a better and more long- 
sighted friend of the workers than those little 
\sawdust Caesars who are now so active m snip- 
ing ot him.

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Tuesday evening saw Aurora 
town council receive three com- 
plaints from local residents. 
George Holloway of George St. 
wrote complaining of "the ob- 
noxious odors" emanating from 
the plant of the Collis Leather 
Company. "During the past sev- 
eral weeks the condition has be- 
come intolerable and it has been 
impossible for us to have a 
window open day or night. Do 
any of you consider the condi- 
tion conducive to the health of 
the municipality?" he wrote. 
Mr. Holloway said he knew his 
complaint was similar to that of 
other residents. 

"I had one woman complain 
to me that she had to do her 
washing over because of the 
rancid, smell it had from the 
tannery odors." said Councillor 
Stewart, Patrick. 

'There have been many com- 
plaints in the past, but this year 
it is much worse," said Mayor 
Ross Linton. 

'If we have a tannery we must 
have some smell, I suppose," 
said Councillor A. N. Fisher. 
'"The industry has been here a 
long while. People buying 
property or building in that sec- 
tion of the town know the situ- 
ation beforehand. I suggest we 
send a copy of every complaint 
received to the company." 

"Send one to the M.O.H. too," 
said Councillor Rod.

Their cellar had 
been flooded within a foot of the 
ceiling, they said- Preserves 
had been destroyed, filth de- 
posited in the cellar, the furnace 
badly damaged, the retaining 
walls weakened, and their gar- 
den ruined, the letter continued. 

While council felt sympathetic 
in the matter, members decided 
no action should be taken, ex- 
cept to deny any liability in the 
matter. 

"It was an act of God. We 
couldn't foresee the cloudburst," 
said Councillor R. V. Smith. 

•if we accept any liability 
here, we would have to consider 
all. There were many ' homes 
affected, but they have looked 
after themselves," said Mayor 
Ross Linton. 

Roger Caldwell wrote to re- 
quest a culvert be erected on 
Mill St. near his property. He 
pointed out that he had request- 
ed it last year, and the town had 
promised to do the work. It had 
not been done and as a result 
his property suffered several 
hundred dollars damage. 

Reeve C. E. Sparks, chairman 
of the streets committee, said 
the matter was on the agenda. 
"Last year when we had the 
lime to do the work, we couldn't 
get the materials. This year 
despite shortages we have the 
materials, but so far haven't 
been able to work it into .the 
present plans. It will be done 
this fall," said Mr. Sparks.

No lands are available at the 
present, time to be given, to war 
veterans by the town.
